Mrs. Mary Malone, President of dl Cosmetologist's Assn., called at the office 
with about six other Cosmetologists. They wished to see the Governor concerning 
what they considered their major problem at present: 


There are not enough licensed California Beauty Operators to take care of present business. 
There are, however, a great many|operators licensed in other states who have 

come here. The Cosmetologists feel that it would be preferable to give these 

women a special wartime permit rather than make them regularly licensed operators. 

They are, of course, afraid that ifj they become real licensees they will tend 

to stay in the state at the end of jthe war. Such a permit plan has been worked 

out in other states according to their claim. 

They stated that Mr. Heckendorf was worlcing on this problem and was sympathetic 

to their viewpoint. I am asking hin to give the Governor a report as to the 

possibility of working out a plan| along ont line.

ft address this letter to you both as an individual and as 

a member of the Board of Cosmetology of this state. I am 
presently in my fourth year as a member of this Board. 

The reason that I write this letter to you, with copies to 
the people indicated below, is to direct certain practices 
to your attention, which practices + consider to be mate- 
rially at variance with the purposes of the professional 
and vocational laws of the state, and particularly as those 
laws should be administered by the Board of Cosmetology. 


T am only generally directing two specific complaints to 
your attention, but by only mentioning these two + do not 
mean to imply that there are only two. The complaints, if 
{were to make them, are legion, but as + desire to, and 
suggest, that an investigation be made the complaints to 
which 1 will hereinafter refer should, | believe, be more 
than sufficient to institute such an investigation. 


The first complaint has to do with the method of voting 

on qualifications of applicants for teachers! certificates 
issued by the Board of Cosmetology and, in my opinion, is 
not only a reprehensible practice but one which defeats 
the entire purpose of the Act. 


The Act, in the practice of the Board, contemplates that 
applicants for teaching certificates be examined by the 
members, or a quorum, of the Board, who each observes the 
ability of the applicant, and then thereafter the sum of 
the several ratings are divided by the number of Board 
members present. The result is either a passing or fail- 
ing grade.

The practice recently adopted by the Board, as of Saturday, 
November 3, and over my specific objection and which motion, 
to my mind, is contrary to the letter and spirit of the law, 
ist hat the marks or reports of one or more members cf the 
Board are to be disregarded in relation to certain phases of 
the examination; and the effect of this ruling is that by 
this device certain applicants could be readily passed or 
readily disqualified from receiving their certificates. 


In other words, and for instance, if three Board members 

are. conducting the examination and, through this ruling, the 
report of one or two is to be ignored, applicants would either 
pass or be disqualified on the basis of t he third person's 
recommendation which, in effect, makes the Board a one-man 

or two-man organization, whereas the majority of the Board, 

or the entire Board, is supposed to pass upon such qualifica- 
tions. 


The second matter to which 1 desire to direct your attention 
involves the granting of a license to Mrs. Mary Sackett, who 
is presently conducting a cosmetology school in the City of 
Sacramento under a license granted by this Board. 

Formerly “rs. Sackett was an employee of the Board of Educa- 
tion teaching cosmetology at the Sacramento Junior College. 
By virtue of certain complaints regarding her activities, 

her activities were investigated and found subject to con- 
siderable censure. Her activities were investigated by Mrs. 
Forbes, State Inspector for the Bureau of Cosmetology, who 
filed a report with this Board, and the effect of this report 
is that while “ys. Sackett possessed the technical require- 
ments to operate a school (that is, she was sufficiently 
well versed in the art of cosmetology) she had so frequently 
and flagrantly abused the rules and regulations relating to 
the practice of cosmetology that she was considered to be 

an unfit and improper licensee by the investigator. It was 
indicated by the report of the investigator that further 
investigation should be made before a license to conduct a 
school should be granted, and I was clearly of that opinion, 
as + feel that my duty as a Board member requires that I be 
fully satisfied that a person is fully qualified and com- 
petent in every sense before a license is granted; but with- 
out adequate or any explanation the Board members present

granted the license despite prophecies of what would happen 
in the future. The granting of the license can only be recon- 
ciled by some degree of friendship between Board members and 
Mrs. “ackett. 


Since Mrs. Sackett has operated her school, I am informed 
that a law suit has been filed regarding her activities, and 
Mrs. Forbes, the same investigator, has again presented a 
report showing that this licensee is not conforming to state 
laws and regulations. 


The purport of this report, in my opinion, is that the Board 
is not functioning properly; by the adoption of the ruling —~ 
above mentioned a method of practicing favoritism has been 
developed as well as a means of practicing other things, such 
as minority discrimination, and ! respectfully request that 
these activities of the Board be investigated to the end that 
the Board and its members function as they should, licensing 
only those who are qualified but licensing everyone who is 
qualified.
